XV.ithout a falter in her voice, 3Iiss 


Farley toM .of fco^^he finally learned 
that Zolling-er was= married and a. fa- 
ther, and how she pleaded with him to 
stop his relations with her and return 
to his wife. She declared that Zol- 
lingrer had told her that his married 
life was an Tinhap_py one. She said 
that Zollins'er told "her at first that i>e 
could not live without her and that if 
she didn't keep company with him he 
would tell her friends of her intimate 
relations with him. She said Zollinger 
hounded her when she attempted to 
break off their relations and that he 
wouldn't allow her to Keep company 
with other young men. 


The "girl told oi how when she at- 


tempted to keep company -with a man 
named Sullivan. Zollinger objected and 
said something v.-ould happen to Sulli- 
van. 
One Sunuaj night Sullivan was 


assaulted when he left her house and 


badly beaten that -he was confined 


to a ^hospital for several weeks. Miss 
Farley testified to how she had re- 
fused proposals of marriage because 
of her intimate relations with 
Zfj\- 


inger.

«he and Zollinger agreed to give up 
their relations but that Zollinger would 
alway .see her Liter and tell her he 
couldn't live witnout her. 'He said he 
lad'an offer of a posicion in Dayton 
out that he v.-oul<] not accept it unless 
she would go wiih him. She said she 
finally agreed to visit him, and told 
how she visited him, as Mrs. ZoJSiu- 
ger, nearly ever-, Saturday night while 
he was in that cuy.

Relief trains 
were hurried to the scene from Ral- 
eigh and Norfolk, carrying surgeons, 
nurses and officers of the railroad 
company. 


The cause of the wreck has not 
been determined, but information re- 
ceived here indicates that Engineer 
Beckham, on the south-bound train, 
confused his orders for the meet- 
ing of the north-bound train .

He then read a telegram re- 
ceived from Capt. A. H. Heisey, con- 
tributing $500 to the project, a do- 
nation which provoked the sincere 
admiration and enthusiasm of

committee. The speaker also recall- 
ed the first gift of §100 bv Dr. M. H. 
tyon. evangelist, and the $25 as-a 


I personal pledge by Hon. Joseph 
P. 
Tracy, of the National Chamber of 
Commerce, made on his recent visit 
to this city. "There are other men 
in the city -who are ready to give 
Si 00 or more,'' added Mr." Spencer, 
"and if everyone present will make 
the" subscription Tie expects to make 
without delay, we will start this ball 
rolling and finish the campaign in- 
side of 48 hours." 


The speaker then called on Miss 
Constance MeCorkle, state organizer 
of the Y. W. C. A., to explain the 
aims of the institution. Miss Mc- 
Corkle has already established her- 
self in the hearts of Newark folks by 
her earnestness in the Christian ef- 
for she represents, as well as 
by 
her charming personality, and she 
was accorded the heartiest attention 
of her hearers. She outlined the en- 
deavor of the Y. \V. C. A. to give to 
every girl a chance to develop a nor- 
mal life, in social and business 
af- 
fairs, as well as in her home duties. 
"There are some girls who do not 
know what it means to have a cer- 
tain schedule for their lives," said 
Miss McCorkle. "We wish to bring 
to_ them an opportunity to accept a 
fair chance for success in the world. 
We want the Y ."W. C. A- to be an 
inspirational institution to them.giv- 
ing them a welcome" in religious af- 
fairs if they do not have such ad- 
vantages in their own homes. We 
are simply trying to stand together 
in order that these young women of 
Xewark may have a fair chance for 
the development of the good things 
of life, mentally, physically and spir- 
itually," added Miss MeCorkle, 
as 
she developed her idea of the inter- 
dependence of these three phases of 
any life. 


Classes for Girls. 


"The Y. W. C A. will mean class 
work for girls in the afternoons and 
evenings, as they wish it," added 
Miss McCorkle. "It will mean last- 
ing friendships for many girls with 
women who made their business the 
study of girl life. The principle of 
democratic interest is one of 
the 
strongest influences in this institu- 
tion. It is -hard for people in one 
circle of life

friend-

ship* frith those in another circle, 
but we learn how to love in the Y. 
W. C. A. It IB the great, broad fra- 
ternity of interest for the young wo- 
men of any community. Let us give 
a chance to the girl who never has 
had a chance." 
At the conclusion of Miss McCor- 
kle's talk, Mr. Spencer called upon 
Mrs. Mary Miller, of the 
juvenile 
court, and 
prominently 
identified 


with juvenile aid work of the state, 
for a brief expression of her views 
regarding the Y. W. C. A. and its 
aims. 
Mrs. Miller's long experience with 
girls of the wayward type, girls -who 
have not had a fair chance to develop, 
the best that is in them, won for "her 
the 
commendation of her audience. 
She spoke with authority, born of her 
personal experience, and her recital of 
cases which found their Inception in 
Newark made her discussion more 
than usually interesting. 
"la tue three years that I have been 
engaged in juvenile court work the 
cause of the girls of Newark has been 
very near to me. I remember "the first 
thing that appealed to me wa? less 
than a week after I entered the office. 
Mr. Sheridan brought a young girl in, 
and he was giving her a lecture for 
being on the streets in the evening. 
'Xow,* he said, 'Carrie, you must cut 
this out. You must stay at home in 
the evenings and stay off the streets.' 
He gave her a splendid moral lecture, 
and a few days later I took occasion 
to hunt up Carrie in her home. When 
I looked at the home I concluded that 
if I had been Carrie I would not. have 
stayed there. I would nave been on 
the streets or any other place I could 
have found. Her people were not vi- 
cious people, but her father was an 
invalid and her mother was taking in 
washing to support the family. There 
were children upon children in the 
family. The house was small- The 
children were swarming everywhere. 
The mother being busy, didn't have 
time to -clean up, and I doubt if she 
knew very much of how to do it. Car- 
rie might have had a little initiative 
and gone ahead and learned how to 
do these things, and make her home 
a better place. Carrie wasn't that 
kind, of a girl. She wasn't quite up to 
that. She was on the streets and she 
is there yet, and today she will not 
be one that will be helped by a Y. W. 
C. A. If I could have taken Carrie to 
an Association then, there is more 
than a faint chance teat she would 
have been a respected and respectable 
wyoman today. 


More Iiocal Cases. 
"There have been others. Two girls 
came to Newark to- work. They found 
jobs at four dollars a week. The next 
question was where they were going to 
stay. There was no place they could 
pay their expenses. I ~ asked them 
what they were going to do. They 
had rented a room for $2 a week, and 
they reckoned they could get through 
somehow. I showed them'how it was 
utterly impossible. They thought that 
they could manage it. To these girls 
1 put up the question of domestic ser- 
vice- There were homes in Newark 
that needed help. These girls should 
have gone into some home, but thev 
wouidn't do it. They had a •prejudice 
against it, and they lost their oppor- 
tunity."' 


Mrs. Miller told of the work of the 


Y. W. C- A. in Columbus in giving to 
a young girl of Newark an opportunity 
to develop better traits of character. 
"She wouldn't have - been as nice if 
she had had to spend those two years 
in Newark under the influence of her 
home and general environment," com- 
mented the juvenile officer. 
"It isn't only these girls that have 
not good homes, but also girls who are 
fitting themselves for life, who can be 
benefitted by the Y. W. C. A. Perhaps 
they may wish to take up millinerv or 
dressmaking- Some girls cannot af- 
ford to because they would have to 
serve two seasons as an apprentice. 
They can't do that so they have to do 
something else. In the Y. W. C. A. 
we can have classes for the girls who 
wish to learn these things, and thes- 
can do their regular daily work and in 
the evenings they can 
learn 
these 


things,—to fit themselves for the things 
they want best to do. There is so 
much of this fitting persons in 
the 


wrong places in life, that if we can 
do anything to put them in the places 
they ought to be, we eertainlv ought to 
do it."" 


The chairman then outlined the ex- 
penses represented in the $12.000 bud- 
get, as follows: Rent, $600 per an- 
num; secretarial work. §1,000; physical 
director, $.900: public library. S200; 
and a general expenditure of S1,SOO on 
the equipment of the building and a 
like sum on 
the 
gymnasium 
ind 


equipment, allowing a shrinkage of 
about $300 possible. 


"As to location," continued Mr. 


Spencer, "the committee in charge of 
this matter has nothing to report. 
The committee will make no reference 
to this phase of the campaign until 
the fund is all subscribed. Xo matter 
what site is chosen, there will be those 
who will object to it. The announce- 
ment of any location at this time 
would be inadvisable." 


Regarding the continuation of the 


project at the end of the three years, 
Mr .Spencer expressed his opinion that 
the people would be thoroughly con- 
vinced by that time of the desirability 
of the Y. W. C- A. and would perpetu- 
ate it, "Every 
srcod 
work has its 
start," he said. "If we get this start- 
ed now. the people of Newark will not 
let it die. If the interest continues to 
grow as I believe it will, we can pos- 
sibly look forward to the purchase of 
a suitable site and building and the 
placing of this institution on a basis 
that -will live forever."

NEWARK'S "Y" 


One of the characteristic features of 


the age in which, we live Is the change 
which has taken place in the direction 
of woman's activity and interest. "We 
sometimes lament the fact, and could 
the thoughts of many hearts be re- 
vealed one would- find most 
-women 


long-ing- for the old-time simplicity of 
home life. 
- Occasionally one hears a 


superficial" tnin-&Br, say: "Let women 
get back to the home. She has taken 
man's place, lowered his 
wage and 


made life more difficult 
for 
both." 


Such an one forgets that woman is 
not responsible for this condition of 
affairs, that it is the inevitable result 
of the onward march of civilization. 


Much of the wriirk -that 
was once 


done in the homej- spinning, weaving, 
knitting and carpet! making: sewing, 
cutting and making' of garments, 
is 


now done in industrial centers. Girls 
ana young' womeS Tare spending the 
greater part of their days in indus- 
trial and commercial centers—as oper- 
atives in factories, "mills, laundries; as 
clerks in stores, as cashiers, stenog- 
raphers, 
bookkeepers, 
handing 
the 


very same commodities that used to 
be produced bj v.-omen in their homes. 
On the other handfifoeeause of this re- 
moval of work frtfm the home, home- 
makers have more leisure for pleasure, 
culture and service 
than 
did 
their 


grandmothers. 
There has gradually 


grown up. then. In our cities two great 
classes of 
-w omen—"the business wo- 


man" and "the woman of leisure." For 
each of these the school of life has its 
temptations and difficulties. 


The Toung Women's Christian Asso- 


ciation is the association of the wo- 
men of the cit> together for the pur- 
pose of bringing into practical reali- 
zation in every woman's life the Chris- 
tian ideals of womanhood, and of bring- 
ing to -her opportunities for all-around 
development. The field is all women— 
classify them by whatever measuring 
rod you may, according to social po- 
sition, wealth. bu-5ness or profession— 
their needs and nossibilities in many 
respects are essentially the same- 


Its organization is 
democratic 
In 


form. The voting membership is com- 
posed of Christian women representing 
many activities and interests. 
This 


body elects at its annual meeting 
a 


board of directors to 
supervise 
the 


work of the association and to deter- 
mine its policy. 
Working with this 


board is a large number of commit- 
tees composed o: tbe members of the 
association. 
Trained women are em- 


ployed to exe< ut« the 
decisions 
and 


policies o.f the board of directors and 
of the committees. 
These women are 


called secretaries. The general secre- 
tary, usually a College woman with 
business and sociological training, is 
the head of !ii>- "isK of secretaries, the 
number of wh:< 
is determined by the 


size of t"^ <.n~- and the development 
of the work. Th- -« women are the con- 
necting links between the young wo-

and those who serve on committee* or 
on the board. 


Although tbe activity and interest 


of the association varies in different 
cities, yet as a result of twenty-five or 
more years of experience, \ve have ar- 
rived at certain standards in equipment 
and lines of work. All city associations 
either own, or are planning to own, a 
central alministration building in the 
business center of the city, containing 
offices, class rooms, library, reception 
rooms and auditor-urn, lunch and rest 
rooms, gymnasium, baths and swim- 
ming pooL The boarding home is some- 
times found in the same building:. How- 
ever, this department of the work is 
preferably 
carried 
on 
in 
smaller 


boarding homes In the residential sec- 
tions of the city. 
Many associations 


own a recreation lot or building in the 
suburbs or near the city parks: others, 
a vacation home at a nearby beach, or 
in country districts. 


This is the new building epoch in 


city associations. 
Intrinsically, 
the 


building of an association is expressive 
of the work of that association. 


Let us get a picture of a portion of 


a day's work in a certain city associa- 
tion. The travelers" aid secretary conies 
from the depot, where she has been 
meeting the 
early 
trains, 
bringing 


with her a girl wjso'e pocketbook and 
ticket had been stolen: a 
foreigner, 


whose friends had missed her at the 
depot; a little girl 
traveling 
alone, 


who had missed her train down the 
valley. The house-mother greets them 
and helps to care for each one. 


All day the executive 
officers 
are 


busy meeting all sorts of questions 
and needs. Women are desiring board- 
ing places: a girl who can't afford to 
pay for a room alone -wishes to find a 
room-mate. A young woman, stranger 
in the city, desires to use the tele- 
phone. The territorial secretary hap- 
pens to be near and hears her calling 
up people in answer 
to 
advertise- 


ments. She engages her in conversa- 
tion, finds out that she is from a vil- 
lage near by. and desiring to get an 
education, has come to the 
city 
to 


make money to that end. This secre- 
tary tells her of an opening in a. State 
Xormal School where she can accom- 
plish both things at once. 
The girl 


leaves on the afternoon train for the 
position, her whole life changed by be- 
ing brought into touch with that or- 
ganization. 
This girl becomes 
the 


president of the student association at 
the Normal School and rises step by 
step to a. life of culture and servicCi 


A mother calls and tells the story 


of her young daughter, who is 
fast 


getting under wrong 
influence: 
she 


wonders if the association could not 
give her work to do, provided she her- 
self pay the salary. The girl comes, is 
given odd jobs, brought into the whole- 
some life of th^ association, and the 
mother's desire is accomplished in her 
daughter's life. 


Peeping into the employment secre- 


tary's office, one sees her in close con- 
ference -with a woman of culture, who, 
having just lost her husband, 1ms be- 
come the sole provider for her son and 
daughter, who are both at college. She 
does not wish to interrupt their col- 
lege courses and must make money in 
some way. This woman is placed at the 
head of a family of children, whose 
father had applied to the association 
for help, the mother being an invalid. 
A long line is waiting to talk with this 
secretary, among them a young girl 
gaily dressed, from the country; 
a 


sad dejected, 
incapable 
woman; 
an 


alert, competent stenographer. 


The morning classes are in session, 


some in cooking for young married 
women, some in plain sewing, millin- 
ery and other useful subjects. 
The 


lunch room is open from 12:00 to 2:00 
P- m.. and hundreds of girls and wo- 
men pass in and out. supplied 
with 


good wholesome food at the 
lowest 


rates. 
They have access to the rest 


room and couches, and to the reading 
room. During the noon hours the sec- 
retaries are busy looking out for the 
strangers and the lonely girl, listening 
to the confidence of some one in trou- 
ble, trying to get a point of contact 
with the girl who is under the spell 
of a great temptauon- 


The extension secretary is spending 


her noon in much the same way at a 
factory where four hundred young wo- 
men are employed- Xext week,'perhaps, 
the gymnasium director will go with 
her. 
As a. result of her work there. 


a branch association springs up right 
in the heart of this factory district 
where the interests" of hundreds 
of 


girls, -who would not 
come 
to 
the 


downtown associat;on, is enlisted. 
A 


noon lunch 
is 
provided. 
c!ubs and 


classes in factories are opened, and a. 
better social and home life is promot- 
ed. Through the activity of Jhis same 
secretary two clubs for girls in de- 
partment stores are organized. 
Th: 


girls in the clubs have 
jolly 
times. 


They are as enthusiastic about yells 
and songs as any high school group. 
Occasionally, after working hours, in 
the spring and summer, an out-of-door 
excursion is held. 
Sometimes -a boys" 


club of the Toung Men's Christian As- 
sociation is invited, and these young 
folk have a moonlight launch partj or 
trolley ride, closing with a picnic, all 
under proper chaperonage. 


Jn the afternoon we discover a group 


of busy women assembled in committee 
session, planning for 
the 
hostesses, 


group gatherings, and general program 
for the informal "Sunday at Home" 
that on t"eir one free; das' a hundred 
girls away from home may rejoice in 
a social, cultural and inspirational af- 
ternoon. 


You will find no quieS hour in this 


busy corner. 
At supper, one sees a 


diversified company. The group in that 
alcove is a Bible class; those behim? 
the screen are the May Flower "Club: 
the five at the front near the door are 
college girls in town to attend 
the 


opf-ra. After supper classes of all kintfs 
assemble. 


As you -vitness this panorama, you 


are impressed with 
the 
wholesome 


happy life of the young women who 
Uirong the building. You realize that 
the workers back of all this are seek- 
ing to avoid stereotyped methods, and 
to readily adjust th£ activities of the 
association to the present need. There 
is in this association 
the 
prophetic 


spirit. 
Young women feel that tint 


great movement gives 
them perspec- 


tive, that it lifts them above the hub- 
Ijub of business and social complexi- 
ties into tho rare atmosphere of tne 
Father's love and life.
